We have received the 
catalogue, a thick volume of over five hundred pages. The sale will be opened 
with the invoice of Thayer & Eldridge, of Boston, and the principal houses 
of that city, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and New York will be represented. In 
the invoice of Taayer & Eld:ilge are ineluded their “ Wide-Awake edition of 
the Life of Lincoln, and Senator Sumner’s “ Barbarism of Slavery.” James 
Miller, of New York, offers an attractive variety of illustrated books for chil- 
dren. Rudd & Carleton’s list includes many of the most popular books that 
have recently attracted the attention of readers. Among them may be men- 
tioned Michelet’s ‘‘L’Amour” and “La Femme;” Miss Muloch’s “ Woman’s 
Thought about Woman ;” “ Life of Hugh Miller; ” “ Life of George Stephen- 
son ;” Dr. Cumming’s “ Great Tribulation ;” “ Tiumboldt’s Private Letters ;” 
Buckland’s “Curiosities of Natural History ;” Anthony Trollope’s Works, 
and the effusions of “ Doesticks.” Dick & Fitzgerald offer their catalogue of 
smell eneyclopedical publications, and their books about games, magic, do- 
mestic economy, and similar kindred subjects.

Tnx Prorte wno Wrire ror tre Papers.—llere is a list of newspaper cor- 
respondents, rather fuller than the scanty paragraphs our readers have seen 
going the rounds of the press at odd times, It was printed not long ago in 
the Boston Post. The first-named are New York correspondents of the re- 
spective papers: J. C. Baneroft Davis does American for the London Zimes 
at twelve or fifteen hundred dollars a-year. C. Edwards Lester was his pre- 
decessor. Hiram Fuller represents us in the J//u-trated London News. George 
Wilkes is engaged to write letters for another English paper. Rev. T. L. 
Cuyler corresponds with our British brethren through the London Weck'y 
Record. A. Kk. MeMillan writes the daily letter to the Philadelphia Ledger, 
and has done the same fourteen years. “« Pink,” of the Charleston Courier, 
isa Mr. Kennedy. Forney’s Press is posted up by Thomas Powell, of Frank 
Leslie’s paper. Colonel Du Solle, of the Sunday Zimes, is the correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Sunday Dispatch. Dr. Jones, of the Herald, serves up 
Gotham, in good style, for the Richmond Enquirer. The “‘ Antelope” letters 
in the New Orleans Picayune are written by “ Frank” Abbott. Henry T. 
Tuckerman does up New York literature for the Boston Transcript. Rev. 
Matthew Hale Smith is the “ Burleigh” of the Boston Journal. Frank W. 
Ballard is said to be the ‘‘ Nor’-wester” of the spicy Beston Post. J. Bouton, 
of the Journal of Commerce, writes to the Charleston Mercury. A.D. Mun- 
son, “Arcola,” corresponds with several Minnesota papers. Cornelius Ma- 
thews (* Puffer Hopkins”) is reported to be the correspondent of the Boston 
Saturday Evening Gazette. W. Francis Williams writes a letter to Dwight’s 
Journal of Music, and A. C. Hills to the Syracuse Standard. 

Then there is E. Meriam, who, under his initial, acts as book-keeper or 

journalizer to the clerk of the weather, and we have also a Mr. Connolly, 
Clerk to the Police Commissioner, who writes regularly for some fifteen or 
twenty country papers. Frank Tuthill (“ Glaucus”) of the Zimes corresponds, 
also, for the enlightenment of the rural districts. An initial “ W” in the 
Journal of Commerce stands for W. C. Prime, who ventilates his pencillings 
by the way through the Wall street journal's columns, “Sentinel,” of the 
Courier and Enquirer, is Willi:m II. Bogart, of central New York. The 77ri- 
bune’s Boston correspondent is said to be Edmund Quincy. John W. Forney, 
himself, is reported’ to be “ Occasional,” of the Philadelphia Press, John G. 
Saxe is “Rambler,” of the Boston Post. The “ Malakoff” letters to the Zimes 
are written by Dr. Johnston, in Paris. The Panama correspondent of the 
same paper is F. W. Rice. The 7ribune’s foreign correspondent is thought to 
be Pulszky, the ci-devant Hungarian hero.—LEvening Post. 


Among the distinguished foreign travellers at present in this country is 
Richard Burton, well known as the Pilgrim to Mecca and Medina ‘The 
London correspondent of tne New York Times says that he made this pil- 
grimage some three hundred miles inland from the eastern coast, where no 
European had ever penetrated before, alone, in the guise of an Arab, and 
prescribed medicine for the Sultan who, fortunately for him, was a “sick 
man,” like the grander potentate who bears that title. Burton had a Colt’s 
revolver under his robe, and would have shot the Sultan had he observed 
any signs of his own condemnation. This extraordivary man ‘s a great 
linguist, and ean speak at least twenty languages. In the Persian and 
Arabic he has passed fora native. Besides this, he is an astrologer and a 
necromaneer: one of the best swordsmen, as well as shots in the world. 
When he performed the pilgrimage to the tomb of the Prophet, he left Lon- 
don as an Oriental, under the name of Mirza Abdullah, and the seeret was 
only known to two persons on board of the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s 
steamer. Captain Burton’s late father was a clergyman at Bath, of very 
strict views, named Rey. Joseph Burton. It is to be presumed that he did 
not look with approval on his son’s pilgrimage in the guise of a heathen to 
the shrine of the unbelievers’ Prophet. When Captain Burton was called on 
by some aged Sheiks for his pedigree, which was duly enrolled on parch- 
ment, and of which he earried off a copy, he stated himself to be the son of 
Joseph the Affghan. Captain Burton was General Beatson’s aide-de-camp 
when the latter organized and commanded the Bashi-bazouks. He is about 
thirty-six years of age, and was at Oxford, which he left without a degree, 
to enter the Bombay army. IJis work on Scinde is highly interesting, as 
well as his Falconry in the Valley of the Indies. Ile is a splendid Latin 
scholar, and has deseribed some curious matters of hi- Exstern experience in 
that language. Altogether, he is one of the most extraordinary men of the

M. Doorapy has got out a new volume, by Alfred B. Street, the poet. It 
is entitled ** Woods and Waters; or, the Saranaes and Racket,” and contains 
several illustrations and a map of the route. In his Introduetion, the author, 
after a particular geographical description of the region to which the work 
relates, proceeds: “It is needless to enlarge upon the grandeur and pictur- 
esque beauty of the whole plateau. Settlements throughout the plateau, of 
any extent, there are none. Here and there, on the edges of the wilderness, 
are clusters of rough habitations, and along the lakes and streams is an occa- 
sional log eabin, or hunter's shanty. The summer tent of the sportsman 
alone, in addition, dots the boundless sweep of forest verdure. All the wild 
animals of our northern latitude, the panther, bear, wolf, and wild-cat, are 
here, with the moose, deer, fisher, sable, otter, mink, and muskrat. The 
moose is the rarest of all. Still, not a year passes but one is slain ia the deep, 
dark fastnesses which have now become the animal’s haunt. The eagle, the 
partridge, the loon, the duck are likewise found; lake trout swarm in the 
broad waters, and speckled trout in the cold, clear spring-brooks and rapid 
streams. Eight or ten years ago, this wilderness hardly contained a hut or 
shanty, and was rarely invaded by visitors. But of late the number of 
sportsmen and explorers has gradually but greatly increased. The trout, 
however, are as abundant as ever, as are also the deer. But the latter have 
grown more timid, and are less certainly found along their once familiar 
waters. The shout of the loon, too—that symbol of the wildness and loneli- 
ness of the scenes haunted by this wildest and loneliest of birds—now rarely 
meets the ear. As suggested, the edges of this enormous wilderness are thinly 
inhabited by hunters and trappers, who pierce its deepest recesses in their 
light boats, and act as guides to visitors in summer. The centre of the plateau 
comprises the region of the Saranac Lakes, the Racket River, from Racket 
Lake to Pereiefield Falls, and a tract around Tupper’s Lake. In it are found 
all the distinetive features of the plateau—broad and beautiful expances of 
water; the loveliest river of the forest; the prettiest cascades; one of the 
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highest mountains, commanding the very grandest prospect of all; and, save 
one, the sublimest gorge. The chief and almost the only home of the mouse 
lies within it; trout swarm in the myriad brooks; and the deer are as plen- 
tiful as in any other spot. Into this centre, then—this wild heart of the wild 
northern forest—the reader is invited through the following pages.”

unaltered. These have now undergone such changes as will render them 
increasingly useful. The numbers which needed to be recast, were compar- 
atively few. Some of the pieces which were called forth by temporary ex- 
igencies, are now omitted as having accomplished the purposes intended. All 
that the author had wished to retain, however, could not be comprised in a 
single volume. His labors, therefore, will be continued with the wan of ul- 
timate completion.”
